He was sentenced 
to serve six years in the peniten- 
itary but obtaining delays through 
appeals, did not actually begin his 
term until Aug. 29, 1923. He was 
made a clerk in the office of the 
deputy warden.

Boone, including a portrait, the ex- 
istence of which was unknown _ to 
historians until a few weeks ago, 
are shown at Jefferson Memorial 
in Forest Park and will continue 
on~ display until the end of the 
month in connection with the 
“Daniel Boone” meeting of Mis- 
souri Historical Society next Fri- 
day. ~ 

Interest is divided between the 
always thronged exhibition of 
Lindbergh trophies in the west 
wing of the Memorial, and the dis- 
play, in the east wing, of Daniel 
Boone portraits, the Daniel Boone 
rifle, and many Boone letters. ° 

Some historians knew of only 
one portrait of the great pioneer 
—the one painted a little while be- 
fore his death in 1820, by Chester 
Harding. The original is in the 
Kentucky State House at Frank- 
fort. One of the rare contemporary 
engravings made from it is on dis- 
play. showing the aged pioneer be- 
neath the Judgment Tree.
